Anti-Bolshevist Forces Begin 


Offensive Southwest. of City... 
Following Sea Operations. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The British Ad- 
miralty. announced today the sinking 
yesterday. morning of the Bolshevist 
battle cruiser Petrodpaviovsk, the battle- 
ship Andrea-Pervosvan, and:a Lolshe- 
vist destroyer by British naval forces 
during an engagement in the Gulf of 
Finland. A Russian cruiser probably 
was seriously damaged a)zo. 

The Bolshevist submarine depot ship 
Viatka.is reported in dispatches from 
Stockholm and: Helsingfors to have been 
sunk in an engagement off the Tolhoukin 
lighthouse, several_miles northwest. of 
Kronstadt. 

The British are said to have lost three 
motor boats‘end to have had eight of- 
ficers and three men killed*in the en- 
gagement with the battleships. 

Advices from Stockholm and Helsing- 
forg also say that the British warships, 
following the-defeat of the Red squad- 


ron, are’ bombarding Kronstadt, the 
naval port of Petrograd, which -is said 
be in flames. 

The naval battle in the Gulf of Fin- 
land is connected here with a big com- 
bined Russian and Esthonian. offensive 
agatmet.Petrugrad, inaugurated by Gen- 
eral Judenitch, and which was expected 
to be the outcome of the formation of a 
new Government for Northwest Russia. 

The battle coincides with the arrival, 
reported from Stockholm, of a. large 


number of British tanks and quantities | 


of munitions at -Reval. The British 
naval ferces said to be in this region 
consist of three light cruisers, four large 
torpedo. boat destroyers and one large 
battleship at Reval. It is officially 
stated, however, that no British troops 
are engaged in the operations against 
Petrograd on the Pskov sector, on the 
railroad about 180 miles southwest of 
the capital. 

Helsingfors dispatches say that the 
non-Bolshevist army of the Northwest 
has begun an advance after shelling the 
positions of the Soviet forces southwest 
of Petrograd. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Aug: 20.—The 
Daily Chronicle’s naval correspondent 
seys it is understood that the Petropav- 
lorsk and Adrei Pervosvanni’ were sunk 
by ‘coastal motorboats, the smallest and 
speediest unit in the British Navy. 
They carry a single torpedo tube. 

The Baltic is not yet, cleaned of the 
Bolshevist menace. There are-still three 
Russian dreadnoughts besides destroy - 
ers and other craft. -The ‘precise char- 
acter of the British force in the Baltic 
is“not given.

Two decisive steps were taken yester- 
day by Federal Judge Julius M. Mayer 
to guarantee that there should be no ex- 
cuse for a strike or labor disturbarice 
of any kind to deprive the city of the 
service of the “‘ green car ’”’ lines of the 
New York Railways Company. Judge 
Mayer also. expressed approval of the 

abe of. ‘Job Hedges, receiver for 
thé “Raflways Company. 

One of. the steps was to approve the 
suggestion of Receiver Hedges to. in- 
crease the pay of allt employes -of the 
** green car’’ lines.25 per cent. An in- 
erease of 10 per cent. nad 
to the men last week, but this was not 
satisfactory’ .to members of the New 
York’ Railways Brotherhood, who called 
upon Mr. Hedges yesterday to discuss 
a proposal for an additional incréase. 
The increasé is equivalent to that which 
was, granted by the Interborough Com- 
pany to its employes Monday and which 
ended the: forty-elght-hour subway and 
elevated strike. 

The second step was a written declara- 
tion to Louis Fridiger, representing the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employes, which conducted the 
trolley strike in Brooklyn, that he would 
tolerate no attempt of the Amalgamated 
to disrupt the Brotherhood of the New 
York Railways:Company. He said the 
Brotherhood had protested against the 
activities of agents of the Amalgamated 
and had continued faithful service dur- 
ing the Interborough strike anu while 
Mr. ‘Hedges and Judge Mayer himself 
were coming to a decision ypon the em- 
ployes’ request for more pay, 

Judge Mayer declared his belief that 
the public was ‘‘ sick and tired’ of 
strikes and bickerings. He said that it 
was the duty of the-court and the re- 


-ceiver to preserve the use of the ‘‘:green 


car’’ lines for the public, as well as to 
insure the safety of the: investment by 
thousands of persons, and that he pur- 
posed placing the blame upon the shuul- 
ders of the Amalgamated ofticials if they 
caused the strike.

The President’s conference with the 
! members of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
' tlons Committee should send the 
. Treaty unchallenged to immediate rat- 
‘ {fication. _In the address with which 
he opened the conference, Mr. WILSON 
appealed to the understanding, the 
candor, the fairness, the patriotism, 
and the judgment of the Senators. He 
pointed out to them that our present 
condition is that of being at ‘‘ war 
when there is no war ’’; he laid before 
them clearly the need of the country’s 
industry for settled peace; he pointed 
@ut the grave risks we run by further 
postponement of peace of losing our 
Present advantage in international 
trade; labor will be in a turmoil, and 
there’ can be no stable conditions of 
employment until we know what the 
final settlement will be; the future of 
Europe will remain uncertain, and 
there can be no return to normal con- 
ditions of-life in this country until the 
war has been ended by acceptance of 
,this compact. 
“In his address and in his frank an- 
swers to innumerable. questions it 
seems to us, and we are altogether 
confident that it will seem to the coun- 
try, that Mr. WILSON met and dis- 
posed of every reasonable “objection 
that has been advanced against par- 
ticular provisions of the Treaty: Our 
withdrawal from the League at any 
time is’ subject to no other decision 
than our own.

JUDGE MAYER’S FIRM WORDS. 

Judge Marer has sent to the ob- 
noxiously active’ Amalgamated Associ- 
ation a letter. whose tone and .sub- 
stance will’ meet a hearty popular 
welcome.: The letter is called forth 
by the efforts of the Amalgameted 
to interfere with the New York Nail- 
ways Company's men.

countenance interference with their 
necessity ami convenience by thos? 
who insist on disrupting a lawful, or- 
derly labor organization, such as the 
“Brotherhood of the New York Rail- 
ways Company Employés. 

One union is enough. ‘When there 
is*.a union in possession no vther 
union should be tolerated in its at- 
tempts to enter where it is not want- 
ed, where it is not necessary tu give 
labor its right of collective bargain- 
ing.

UNDERPAID ARMY AND NAVY 
» OFFICERS. 

In ‘the Army and Navy~ Journal 
there appeared recently a letter from 
a Field Artillery officer on the-subject 
of army pay, in which he presented 
his own case, as follows: 

The writer now draws the salary 
of a Major. He lives in a medest 
home, rides on ‘the street cars, denies 
himself the ordinary luxuries of life, 

and yet at the ‘end of the monih he 
always finds his bank balance zero. 
At the same time, he sees men with- 
out education or expensive training, 
or half his intelligence, riding in auto- 
mobiles and attending theatres. The 
great question in his mind is: ‘‘ How 
**am I going to live when I revert to 

‘my former grade of Captain? "’ 

By this time he may have been de- 
moted and be drawing pay at the rate 
of $200 a month instead: of $250, or, 
say, $6.66 a day. A mason in this 
city earns, or receives, $7 a day, and 
he is now demanding a raise to $10 a 
Gay. Since the signing of the armi- 
stice more than 600 officers in the 
army have been moved down to the 
grade held by them before the war. 
Major Generals ‘‘ during the emer- 
gency ’’ find themselves Brigadie: 
Generals, Brigadier Generals, Colonels, 
and so on down the list. It is officers 
below the grade of General who fee! 
the pinch of high ‘prices ‘the most. 
The pay schedule has not been 
changed since 1908, eleven years ago. 
A Colonel draws from the Govern- 
ment $4,000 a year, a Lieutenant Colo- 
nel $3,500, a Major $3,000, a Cap- 
tain $2,400, a First Lieutenant $2, 
and a Second Lieutenant $1,706. Per- 
haps it may be-rash for junior officers 
to marry, but they are human. There 
is no regulation forbidding a Licuten- 


though an Adjutant General in the 
kindness of his heart once frowned 
upon the weakness in an angual re- 
pert that: made quite a stir in army 
circles. 

There is a tradition in the service 
that officers: must Suffer and be si- 
lent; so they say nothing for publica- 
tion about their daily battle with the 
wolf on the doorstep. They are 
smartly uniformed, well groomed, and 
outwardly placid; they try -to- be 
strong while they suffer, but not 
every man is a Spartan. Many of- 
ficers are resigning their commissions 
because they cannot ~support’ their 
families decently. Some of these of- 
ficers are beginning ‘the world over 
again in debt after serving their coun- 
try in France with distinction. In 
July there-were 180 resignations from 
the regular army. Major Gen. Wi.- 
1AM M. Brack, Chief of Engineers, 
said the other day that the morale of 
the army was lower than it had ever 
been in his recollection...

He may get out and 
he may not; and if he does the Baltic 
States will have been immeasurably 
weakened by the German occupation, 
and less able to present a strong re- 
sistance either to Russian Bolshevism 
or to the German pressure up the 
Baltic coast.

cerned that everything except the Turk- 
ish treaty will be out. of the way by 
October. 

The most tangible, clear-cut problem 
before the Supreme Council’now is the 
‘Austrian treaty. . Any peacemaker might 
almost’ be expected to say: “' The more 
I deal with Rumania or Hungary_ the 
amore I love the Austrians.” It ts well 
within the range of possibility that the 
Austrian treaty mdy.be signed by the 
end of this month. That will leave Octo- 
ber clear. for Hungary ond Bulgaria. 

The Supreme Council is now banking 
ou the formation -in Hungary cf a 
coalition Government with which. peace 
can be made, and which will’ be suf- 
ficiently substantial to deprive Rumania 
of ‘all-excuse for carrying her military 
domination to. extremes. Suck a pro- 
gram should involve ‘the elimination of 
Archduke Joseph: 

If a settlement can be reached in the 
Thracian controversy, so much the bet- 
ter for a completely rounded out job in 
Bulgarta’s case; but if the Thracian 
deadiock continues the present disposi- 
tion is to make the Bulgarian treaty 
and get it signed with the matter of 
Thrace left open for later disposition— 
perhaps by the Supreme Council after 
Turkey's fate has been settled ; perhaps 
by the League of Nations. 

So-it_is quite likely that the first an- 
niversary of the armistice of Nov. 11 
may find the Peace Conference still 
struggling with the job of making the 
Turkish. treaty ; for the sirigle month. of 
October will hardly suffice for that job, 
unless in the meantime the doubt about 
mandates can be cleared up. 

That throws the .question,. of when all 
this peace making will be finished, back 
to Washington for answer, because the 
question of. mandates, so far as it con- 
cerns the United States and Turkey, can- 
not be. décided in Washington till the 
Senate. ratifies the treaty and the 
League covenant, which provide for 
mandates, and no definite move will be 
made in Paris to settle. Turkey's future

Tittoni Voices Impatience. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—‘*The Supreme 
Council is no longer a conference, but 
a sort of-Government occupied with the 
international affairs of every country 
-in Europe,’’ the Intransigeant reports 
Tomasso Tittoni, the Italian Foreign 
Minister and member of the Peace Con- 
ference, as having said at Monday’s 
meeting of .the Council. 

‘* Every one‘4s worn out by the present 
tension,”’ Signor Tittoni continued: 
“This situation cannot continue. . The 
Conference eught to bring things to a 
conclusion. The remaining ‘treaties 
ought to. be terminated. before thinking 
of taking a holiday.’’ 

Signor Tittoni insisted that there would 
be danger in postponing the Asia Minor 
quesfion until October, and demanded 
that the Conference should not forget 
its objective, as he declared it seemed 
to be doing. 

The question of raising the blockade 
of Russia will be taken up shortly by 
the Supreme Council, according to the 
Echo de Paris. 

The Council, the newspaper adds, will 
consult with Marshal Foch on the sub- 
ject of the disturbed situation in Upper 
Silesia, and it. is possible that allied 
troops may be sent into the region to 
occupy certain towns. 

The French Minister at Belgrade has 
informed the Jugoslav Gcvernmént that 
the. Peace Conference has awarded it 
the Predmurie territory, according to a 
Belgrade dispatch published by Le 
Temps... The notification was given the 
Belgrade ‘Government on instructions 
from Premier Clemenceau, and included 
authorization for the immediate occu- 
_ pation of the district by Jugoslav troops, 

The Supreme Council discussed the re- 
ply to. be made to the Austrian peace 
delegation’s counterproposals to the 
Peace Treaty during most of the after- 
noon today. . The allied reply is still 
quite incomplete and it will be impossible 
to finish it before the end of next week. 

The..Austrian peace delegation /has 
sent a note to the Supreme Council ask- 
ing that Austria’s share of the Chinese 
Boxer indeinnity be not waived; becausé 
of her embarrassed financial condition. 

The Bulgarian delegation today pre- 
sented. two-.hotes to the Peace Confer- 
ence.. The first . consisted of a long 
statement.on. Western Thrace, between 


the Rivers Mesta and Maritza, which 
Bulgaria claims on historical, ethnolog- 
ical -and economic grounds. 

The second note dealt with demands of 
a military character:-made the inter- 
allied command, such as disarmament 
and the reduction of the number 3 of- 
ficers ‘and men in the Bulgarian Army.
